Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  of  Padiham,  in 
respect  of  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1 9^5 •  The  form  and  content 
are  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  l/66,  dated 
11th  January,  1966. 

The  population  continues  to  rise,  as  it  has  done  since 
I960,  in  fact  showing  about  a  1C^  increase  cn  the  1961  Census  figure. 

This  is  a  source  of  satisfaction,  particularly  as  the  total  increase  is 
much  above  the  natural  increase,  or  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  so 
indicating  a  migration  into  the  District.  It  so  happens,  however,  that 
the  increase  in  1965  is  almost  the  natural  increase,  although  62  new 
houses  have  been  built,  which  does  make  one  wonder  whether  the  mid-year 
estimate  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General,  may  be  on  the  low  side. 

The  Birth  Rate  of  18.9  per  1,000  population  is  above  the 
national  figure  (l8.l)  indicating  a  young  and  healthy  community,  and  the 
Death  Rate  continues  to  fall.  A  disturbing  feature  is  the  number  of 
deaths  due  to  Lung  Cancer,  particularly  in  men,  where  about  one  man  in 
ten  died  with  this  condition.  I  must  emphasise  yet  again,  that  there  is 
a  definite  relationship  between  cigarette  smoking  and  lung  cancer,  and 
whilst  appreciating  that  it  is  extremely  difficult  for  an  adult  to  break 
off  the  habit,  we  really  must  try  to  deter  children  from  smoking. 

No  infant  deaths  occurred  during  the  year,  in  other  words 
no  family  had  the  tragedy  of  the  death  of  their  baby  in  it's  first  year 
of  life.  Generally  speaking,  deaths  in  the  first  few  weeks  are  from 
medical  conditions  affecting  the  baby  before  or  at  the  time  of  birth, 
and  after  that  are  due  to  the  environment  in  which  the  baby  has  to  live. 
It  is  this  environment  which  is  under  our  control,  as  a  Public  Health 
Service  -  good  housing,  clean  food  and  water,  clean  air  etc.,  and  the 
Council  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  forward  looking  attitude  to 
slum  clearance  and  implementation  of  the  Clean  Air  Act. 

In  this  context  I  can  also  mention  the  continued  success 
of  the  Standard  Grant  facilities,  giving  householders  the  opportunity 
to  have  a  home  equal  to  our  20th  century  way  of  life,  and  perhaps 
helping  to  step  this  pernicious  "drift  to  the  South".  No  less  than 
319  houses  have  been  improved,  at  a  cost  of  near  £30,000. 

An  outstanding  event,  was  the  opening  and  inhabiting  of 
the  Flatlets.  These  architecturally  and  functionally  delightful 
dwellings  are,  to  me,  a  great  step  in  finding  the  solution  to  our 
problem  of  a  high  proportion  of  elderly  residents  -  nearly  double  the 
national  proportion.  Whilst  retaining  their  treasured  independence, 
the  pensioner  has  immediate  contact  with  a  Warden,  and  all  the 
advantages,  yet  none  of  the  disadvantages  of  the  conventional  type 
of  Home  for  the  Aged. 

It  was  a  quiet  year  as  regards  notifications  of  Infectious 
Diseases.  Only  measles  occurred  in  the  town,  and  it  was  an  inter¬ 
epidemic  year  for  that  -  50  cases  in  1965>  101  in  1964.  What  about 
only  twenty  years  ago?  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  reported  in  1945i-

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  returned  to  Padiham  in 
September,  when  3,084-  people  took  advantage  of  "being  X-rayed.  A  full 
report  of  the  findings  is  given  on  Page  7»  Together  with  the  X-ray, 
those  attending  were  offered  a  Diabetic  detection  test,  a  new  departure, 
hut  with  worthwhile  results.  Fifteen  previously  unsuspecting  people 
were  found  to  have  Diabetes,  eight  of  them  requiring  specialist  treatment. 
With  2,156  people  accepting  the  offer,  the  cost  worked  out  at  £10.  10.  0. 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  was  fully 
implemented  during  the  year.  All  premises  were  not  only  inspected, 
but  all  -  almost  100,  were  brought  up  to  the  required  standard. 

Once  regain,  it  is  a  pleasure  to  acknowledge  the  continued 
good  work  of  Mr.  Wrigley  who  carries  out  far  the  greater  proportion  of 
the  departmental  functions,  and  gets  all  the  burden  of  the  cleansing 
side  on  his  shoulders.  Finally  my  thanks  go  to  Mrs.  McCrerie  for 
typing  this  Report .

The  Lancashire  County  Council  provides  and  maintains  the  following: 
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AMBULANCE  SERVICE*  Padiham  has  been  faithfully  served  by  the  Lancashire 
County  Health  Department  Ambulance  Service,  operating  from  the  Ambulance 
Hall,  Thompson  Street,  for  many  years. 

It  had  been  apparent  for  some  time,  that  there  could  be  no 
expansion  or  improvement  of  service  from  those  premises,  and  a  purpose 
built  station,  for  six  vehicles  was  established  just  outside  the  Urban 
District,  in  Altham,  which  became  operational  between  Christmas  Day  and 
New  Year.  With  A  extra  radio  controlled  ambulances  and  a  corresponding 
increase  in  staff  it  is  felt  that  Padiham  is  now  amongst  the  best  served 
areas  in  the  County.  In  addition  to  that,  of  course,  are  the  excellent 
conditions  for  the  staff,  in  the  way  of  mess  rooms,  kitchen,  shower  baths 
and  shelter  when  cleaning  the  ambulances,  which  has  added  to  their  morale 
and  efficiency. 

CHILD  WELFARE  SERVICE .  The  Infant  Welfare  Centre  and  School  Clinic  for 

the  Urban  District  is  at  Parish  Street. 

MIDWIFERY  SERVICE c  There  are  two  District  MLdwives  assigned  to  Padiham, 

who  reside  within  the  District,  namely  Miss.  R.  M.  S.  Cat  ter  all  and 
Mrs.  S.  H.  Murphy. 

HOME  NURSINCo  There  are  four  District  Nurses  assigned  to  Padiham,

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SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION 


WATER  SUPPLIES.  Padiham  is  supplied  with  a  constant  supply  of  water 

from  the  mains  of  the  Calder  Water  Board  and  there 
were  no  new  sources  of  supply  during  the  year.  The 
water  is  of  good  quality  and  in  good  supply.  All 
dwelling  houses  within  the  District,  except  four,  are 
supplied  direct  from  public  mains.  The  four 
exceptions,  which  are  supplied  by  spring  water  are 
isolated  farm  dwellings  and  are  a  considerable  distance 
from  the  nearest  public  main.

SWIMMING  BATHS,  There  are  no  Swimming  Baths  or  Pools  within  the  District, 

but  the  Council  have  approved  plans  for  the  erection  of 
a  new  Swimming  Bath,  and  the  project  will  be  commenced  as 
soon  as  possible. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL.  The  sewage  is  carried  by  gravity  feed  to  the  Disposal 

Works,  just  outside  the  District  Boundary,  at  Alt  ham. 
Treatment  is  by  means  of  screens,  detritus  tanks, 
settlement  tanks,  sprinkler  filters  and  contact  beds. 
The  effluent  from  the  works  is  discharged  into  the 
River  Calder.

The  conversion  of  all  waste 
water  closets  to  the  fresh  water  system.  The  Council,  being  aware 
of  this,  has  increased  the  conversion  grant  from  £10  to  £15  and  to 
£20  if  an  inspection  chamber  is  provided. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING.  This  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour  with  two  Karrier 

12  cu.  yard  Pore  and  aft  Tippers. 

Domestic  and  Trade  refuse  is  collected  weekly,  and  in 
some  instances  when  requested,  trade  refuse  is  removed 
three  times  per  week. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  on  the 
Council’s  Tip  at  Lumb  Wood.  The  tip  has  an  estimated 
life  of  3  to  4  years  and  with  this  in  mind  the  Council 
has  appointed  a  Sub-Committee  to  consider  the  future 
problem  and  methods  of  refuse  disposal.

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SALVAGE.  In  February  the  Salvage  Depot  was  completely  destroyed  by 
fire  and  the  baling  of  waste  paper  had  to  be  carried  on 
for  the  remainder  of  the  year  in  temporary  premises  under 
very  restricted  conditions  with  hand  baling  machines. 
Consequently,  the  output  of  salvage  for  19 65  shows  a  marked 
reduction.

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STREET  SCAVENGING.
